3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for' the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same: (A) To see if the town will 
vote to accept State Aid for the improvement of high- 
ways, or act in relation thereto; (B) For the support of 
schools; (C) For repairing roads and bridges; (D) For 
maintenance of the poor; (EH) For Memorial day; (F) 
To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to put hydrants and pipes thereto in good 
repair, or act in relation thereto; (G) To see how much 
money the town will vote to raise and appropriate to 
tar roads; (fH) lor all other necessary town charges. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 


raise and appropriate for the use of the Town Library, 
or pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. To see if the town will vote to pay Samuel Fraser 
$16.07, balance due him from town for one half cost of 
installing septic tank. 


6. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
hire money to meet the necessary expenses of the town. 


7. To see if the town will vote to buy a Motor Truck 
for use of Fire Department, raise and appropriate money 
for the same, or act in relation thereto. 


8. To see if the town will vote to install and main- 
tain a public watering tub, 1n some convenient location 
in New Boston village, raise and appropriate money 
for the same, or act in relation thereto.

March 13th. 1923 


At a legal meeting of the Inhabitants of the Town 
of New Boston, on the second Tuesday of March, 1923, 
at the Town House in said town, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. The meeting was called to order, and the 
warrant therefor was read by William O. Dodge, Mod- 
erator, and before the transaction of any business the 
Supervisors of the Check List took and subscribed on 
the back of the check list to be used at said meeting 
the oath prescribed by section nine, chapter thirty-two 
of the Public Statutes. 

Passed over article one and took up article two and 
proceeded to vote thereon, polls being open to receive 
votes until 3.29 P. M. 


Town Clerk : 

The whole number of tickets given in for Town 
Clerk was forty-four, upon which Charles F. Marden 
had forty-four votes, and was declared elected by the 
moderator, and in open meeting took the oath of office 
by law prescribed. 

Treasurer 

The whole number of tickets given in for Treasurer 
was twenty, upon which Thomas E. Cochran had one 
vote and Joseph H. Rockingham had nineteen votes, and 
the said Joseph H. Rockingham was declared elected by 
the Moderator and in open meeting took the oath of 
office by law prescribed. 

Selectman for three years 

The whole number of tickets given in for Selectman 
was seventy-eight, Harland R. Shattuck having all the 
votes cast was declared elected by the Moderator, and 
in open meeting took the oath of office by law pre- 
scribed. 


Collector of Taxes 
On third ballot Fred C. Brown had forty-three votes 
out of seventy-five cast and he was declared elected by 
the Moderator, and in open meeting took the oath of 
office by law prescribed. 
Library Trustee 
Annie A. Atwood was elected Trustee for three years 
and Clara M. Sutherland for one year. 


Trustee of Trust Funds for Three Years 
Charles F, Marden, was elected Trustee tor three 
years. 
Fire Wards 
By major vote, Alvin P. Smith, Brainard P. Newton 
and Fred C. Brown were chosen Fire Wards and in 
open meeting took the oath by law prescribed. 
Auditors 
By major vote chose George D. Marden and Thomas 
E. Cochran auditors. 
State Aid 
Voted, to accept State Aid. 
Highway Districts 
Voted, that the number of Highway Districts be left 
to the Selectmen, and they appoint Highway Surveyors. 


Article 4. A. Voted, to raise and appropriate the 
amount required by law. 

B. Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty- 
nine hundred and ninety dollars. 

C. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of three 
hundred dollars, any part remaining to be returned to 
the Treasury. ) 

D. Voted, that Corp. Arthur E. Hill be authorized to 
receive, expend and account for seventy-five dollars to 
be raised and appropriated for Memorial Day. 

E. Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty- 
five hundred dollars for other town charges. 
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Article 5. Voted, to appropriate the sum of fifty 
dollars for a roller. 

Article 6. Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of 
five hundred dollars. 

Article 7. Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum 
of seventy-five dollars, and not to expend more than half 
of it. 

Article 8. Voted, to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money. 

Article 9. Voted, to leave the matter to the Select- 
men, 


Article 10. Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum 


of one hundred and fifty dollars.

Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized 
to deed to George A. Prince, his heirs and assigns for- 
ever enough of land known as the Town Dump _ to 
straighten the westerly line, in consideration that he and 
his heirs and assigns shall forever maintain a suitable 
fence on said line. 

Article 17. Voted, (52 to 40) not to sell any of the 
schoolhouses. 

Article 18. Voted, to indefinitely postpone. 

Article 19. Voted, to leave the matter to the Select- 
men for adjustment. 

Article 20. Voted, the reports as printed be accepted. 

Article 21. Voted, that after the convention vote be 
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counted and declared, this meeting stand adjourned.

We wish to express to Mr. Clarence H: Dodge our 
appreciation of his courtesy and generosity in giving to 
the town the use of the library room for the year, and 
hereby proffer him our sincere thanks. 

We also acknowledge the gifts of books from Mrs. 
Clarissa. Blanchard, Mrs. B: J* Langand Mrs, S. 3D; 
Atwood. 

Miss Elsie G. Warren, librarian, and Mrs. Emma L. 
Bennett, caretaker, continue to serve the public faith- 
fully and acceptably in their respective positions. 

Four popular publications: “The American Maga- 
zine, “The National Geographic Magazine,” “Popular 
Mechanics” and “St. Nicholas,’ are now offered for use 
at the reading room, also for circulation.

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Report of School Board 


To the Selectmen of New Boston and the Inhab- 
itants of the School District: 

The School Board submits the following report: 

During the past year we have greatly improved the 
interior of all used school houses. -The rural districts 
had ceilings whitened and walls calcimined. The ceil- 
ing in the high school room was in very bad condition. 
We put in new steel ceiling and side walls there and 
side walls in grammar and primary rooms. 

Our schools are in very good repair generally. The 
greatest need is new seats in the primary and grammar 
rooms, where about seventy-five of our pupils are en- 
rolled. 

It has long been felt that we needed a course in 
the high school that would appeal to more of our boys. 
Something more practical for those who do not intend 
to go farther than our school. Last fall the greater part 
of the Freshman boys and some from the other classes 
started on the Agricultural Course under the leadership 
of Headmaster Clement A. Lyon. We had to enlarge 
the woodshed to make a workshop and have secured 
the necessary equipment. So far the course has met 
with the cooperation of the parents and we hope it will 
be of great value to our school. The next thing should 
be a Domestic Science Course for the girls of the high 
school. 

We wish to thank the people of the Districts for 
their patience and help the past year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


~ To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 

During the present school year schools are in ses- 
sion at the High School, Nos. 2, 5, 8, Grammar and 
Primary, 13 and 15. No. 4 was closed, the pupils being 
transported to No. 2, 5 and 8. In September school be- 
gan at No. 16, but at the end of eight weeks the teacher 
left almost without notice. Finding it practically im- 
possible to secure a qualified teacher and owing to the 
fact that there were but seven pupils this school was 
closed. The pupils with but one exception were brought 
to the village. It is possible for a group of pupils to 
be too small to be a school and pupils lose by being out 
of contact with a large group, losing the stimulus and 
competition of numbers. 

At the present time eight teachers are employed. 
Only two of these are new in the town. C. A. Lyon, our 
headmaster, has come to New Boston after several years 
of successful teaching in other parts of the state. Mrs. 
May Sanders has charge of the grammar room at the 
village. Miss Aimee Stevens is again at No. 15, after 
a year in which she did not teach. The remaining teach- 
ers are Nellie F. Chancey, teacher at No. 2, Miss Grace 
Mansfield at No. 5, Mrs. Jennie Colburn at No. 13, Miss 
Eva Whitcomb at the primary room in the village and 
Miss Elizabeth Staples in the high school. 

Last May the School Board adopted a new calendar 
for the present school year 1923-1924. According to the 
former arrangement nine days were lost from school. 
These lost days included Labor Day, Columbus Day, 
two days at Thanksgiving, two days at the beginning 
of the year, Washington’s Birthday, Fast Day and Me- 
morial Day. The new calendar saves six of these nine 
days for school. This means that every pupil in the 
town gets six additional days of school without any 
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‘additional expense. It also provides more frequent, but 
not too long vacations, allowing a week at Thanksgiv- 
ing, two weeks at Christmas, one week the latter part of 
February and one week the latter part of April. This 
calendar which provides six days more of school, allows 
frequent vacations, and which ends the school almost at 
the same time it previously ended, is meeting with favor. 


After a great deal of consideration and discussion a 
change was made last fall in the work in the High 
School. The purpose of the traditional High School 
was primarily to fit young people for college. Natural- 
ly all the studies were prescribed with this in view. The 
work required was very much the same from everyone. 
But in a particular high school, where the number go- 
ing to College is very small, the question often arises 
as to the wisdom of requiring College entrance work 
from those who were not going to college. It was felt 
that in order to adapt the work of the high school more 
closely to local conditions that it was wise to introduce 
an Agricultural Course. Accordingly when engaging 
a new headmaster last summer, the Board decided to 
engage someone who was qualified to handle the agri- 
cultural work in the high school. We had the good 
fortune to secure Mr. Lyon, who has been doing just 
this work for the past seven years, and is thoroughly 
qualified and familiar with the requirements of the 
courses according to the Smith-Hughes act. So this 
year has been a year of change in the high school, and 
it has meant the securing of additional accommodation 
and equipment. Mr. Lyon will be on duty through the 
entire year and the summer will be given to the super- 
vision of farming projects at which the high school fel- 
lows will be working. It is believed that the results of 
this in the next few years will show the wisdom of this 
course. At the same time for those who do wish to pre- 
pare for college arrangements will be made. 
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The work of the health supervision has been carried 
on this year under the direction of Dr. Fraser. The im- 
portance of this work is unquestioned by those who are 
in a position to see what has been accomplished, and 
also in the way of prevention of ailments and education 
in the laws and habits of health. 

While the state law for some time has required that 
all pupils must be vaccinated there has been some lax- 
ity in the enforcement of it. At the beginning of another 
school year the law will be carried out to the letter and 
children not having met the requirements of the law 
will be excluded from school until they have. 


In November, 1923, tests in arithmetic: and spelling 
were given to the 8th Grade pupils in the state. The 
arithmetic test was one which was given in 1846 to the 
pupils in Springfield, Mass. The spelling test, while 
not consisting of the same words as the Springfield test 
was made up ot words regarded as equally difficult. The 
table below will show three things; first, the marks 
made by the Springfield pupils in 1846, second, the 
marks made by the 5000 8th Grade pupils in New 
Hampshire last November, third, the marks made by 
the 8th Grade pupils in New Boston last fall. The av- 
erage age of the Springfield pupils was 15 years and 6 
months; those of New Hampshire 13 years 6 months.

During the present summer a number of the rural 
buildings were renovated so that most of them are in 
fair condition. The building in the Village was decid- 
edly improved by steel ceiling and walls so that now the 
building presents a much better appearance and the 
danger of falling ceiling has been removed. During 
this coming summer the walls and ceiling in the halls 
should be covered with steel, then the walls and ceil- 
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ings all through will be in very substantial condition. | 

The seating in the Grammar room should have im- 
mediate attention and the old double seats should be 
taken out and replaced by new adjustable seats. The 
seating of the Primary room should be rearranged with 
possibly the addition of a few more single seats, 

-During the present year but very little time has 
been lost on account of stormy weather. As a prac- 
tice closing schools on account of bad weather is not en- 
couraged. Such days are lost and are not made up 
unless closing extends over several days. If a teacher 
can reach the school it is wiser to open for the regular 
session. If certain parents object to their children go- 
ing then they are at liberty to keep them at home. But 
those who can and will go get the day of school to which 
they are entitled. A growing practice is to go ahead. 
This avoids unnecessary loss.
